To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Harrisville  in  the  County  of 
Cheshire  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Eagle  Hall  in  said  Harrisville 
on  Tuesday,  the  Eighth  day  of  March,  next  at  nine  of  the  clock  in 
the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray 
town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  of  the 
same. 

3.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  Town  Officers  and 
fix  the  compensation  of  any  other  agent  of  the  Town. 

4.  To  hear  reports  of  agents,  committees  or  officers  chosen,  and 
pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  and 
Town  Treasurer  to  borrow  money  on  the  credit  of  the  Town  in 
anticipation  of  taxes. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $462.43  if  the  state  will  contribute  $3,082.87  for  T.R.A.  work. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding $7,206.50  for  the  purpose  of  making  improvements  to  the 
Eastview  Road  No.  68  —  any  balance  to  be  spent  on  location  rec- 
ommended by  the  Selectmen  and  approved  by  the  State.  Such  sum 
to  be  raised  through  the  issuance  of  bonds  or  notes  under  and  in 
compliance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  83,  Laws  of  1951  as 
amended  by  Chapter  31,  Laws  of  1953  and  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  determine  the  date  and  place  of  payment  of  such  bonds  or 
notes  and  to  determine  the  rate  of  interest  thereon,  and  to  take 
such  other  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  negotiate  such  bonds  or 
notes  as  shall  be  to  the  best  interests  of  the  Town. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $500.00  for  improvement  of  the  Kennedy  Hill  road. 


9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $750.00  to  improve  the  MacVeagh  Road. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $9,750.00  to  construct  a  garage  for  highway  equipment  pay- 
ing for  the  same  by: 

(a).  Raising  and  appropriating  the  sum  of  $2,750.00. 
(b).  Borrowing  the  sum  of  $7,000.00  to  be  repaid  in  3  an- 
nual installments  beginning  in  1956. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $25.00  for  a  street  light  on  the  corner  of  Canal  Street. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $1,500.00  to  be  placed  in  a  sinking  fund  for  the  replacement 
of  road  equipment  under  provision  of  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  Act 
of  1943,  Chap.  160  as  amended. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $100.00  to  improve  the  Harrisville  and  Chesham  beaches. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  the  sum  of  one  dollar  to  pur- 
chase from  the  Harrisville  Association,  Inc.,  a  two  (2)  acre  tract 
of  land  situated  on  the  northerly  side  of  the  Harrisville  Pond,  so- 
called,  which  was  conveyed  to  the  Harrisville  Association,  Inc.,  by 
deed  of  John  T.  Marnell,  dated  June  28,  1937,  recorded  in  Vol.  471, 
Page  507  of  the  Cheshire  County  Registry  of  Deeds. 

15.  To  authorize  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Harrisville  to 
sell  the  two  (2)  acre  tract  of  land  situated  on  the  northerly  side  of 
the  Harrisville  Pond,  so-called,  which  tract  of  land  formerly  be- 
longed to  John  T.  Marnell,  and  which  he  conveyed  to  the  Harris- 
ville Association,  Inc.,  by  deed  dated  June  28,  1937,  recorded  in  Vol. 
471,  Page  507  of  the  Cheshire  County  Registry  of  Deeds,  and  to  use 
the  proceeds  from  the  said  sale  to  relocate  the  Silver  Road  so  as  to 
improve  the  safety  conditions  at  the  Town  Beach. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  adopt  the  Zoning  Ordinance  dated 
March  1,  1955,  submitted  by  the  Harrisville  Zoning  Commission 
and  authorized  by  the  voters  of  said  Town  of  Harrisville  at  the  1954 
annual  town  meeting. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
appoint  an  Inspector  of  Buildings  who  shall  hold  office  for  a  term 
of  one  year  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $100.00  for  his 
salary  and  expenses  as  authorized  by  Section  17,  Chapter  176,  Re- 
vised Laws  of  New  Hampshire,  1942. 


18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  Building  Regu- 
lations proposed  by  the  Zoning  Commission  and  contained  in  their 
recommendations  dated  March  1,  1955  as  authorized  under  Sections 
18-21  inclusive,  Chapter  176,  Revised  Laws  of  New  Hampshire, 
1942. 

19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Planning  Board 
of  five  (or  seven)  members  with  duties  as  set  forth  in  Sections  1-15, 
Chapter  53,  Revised  Laws  of  New  Hampshire  1942,  as  amended,  to 
make  a  study  of  the  Town's  development  and  report  to  the  Town 
appropriate  recommendations  for  the  promotion  and  maintenance 
of  the  Town's  best  development.  The  Board  members  shall  consist 
of  one  Selectman  and  four  (or  six)  other  citizens  appointed  by  the 
Selectmen,  as  provided  in  Sections  1-15,  Chapter  53,  Revised  Laws 
of  New  Hampshire  1942,  as  amended. 

20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  extend  the  road  along  the 
easterly  shore  of  Silver  Lake  for  a  distance  of  about  900  feet  from 
the  cottage  lot  of  Waldo  Giovannangeli  past  the  cottage  lots  now 
or  formerly  of  Robert  Delancy,  Pat  Day,  Edgar  G.  Seaver,  Ray 
Ellis,  Mrs.  Cooper  Ellis  and  Robert  Howard  and  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $2,000.00  to  clear,  grade  and  gravel  the  same,  or 
take  any  action  thereon.   (By  petition) . 

21.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before 
this  meeting.

INTERESTING  FACTS  ABOUT  HARRISVILLE 

Facts  from  HISTORY  OF  CHESHIRE  &  SULLIVAN  COUNTIES, 

published  by  J.  W.  Lewis  &  Co.  1886. 

Aug.  13,  1870  was  holden  the  first  town-meeting  ever  held  in 
Harrisville. 

Samuel  D.  Bemis  was  the  first  moderator  and  one  of  the  first 
selectmen  and  he  held  these  offices  for  many  years. 

In  1878  the  railroad  was  completed  and  trains  commenced  to 
run. 

Bethuel  Harris  in  1813  commenced  in  a  very  limited  degree,  the 
business  of  manufacturing  woolen  goods  which  was  done  by  hand 
as  power- looms  and  spinning  were  not  known  at  the  time.  In 
1825  Bethuel  and  son  Cyrus  built  a  commodious  brick  mill  and 
filled  it  with  improved  machinery,  thus  increasing  the  business 
four-fold.  On  April  14,  1848  Cyrus  Harris  deceased.  The  mill 
then  went  into  the  possession  of  Colony  &  Sons.  The  mill  has  been 
improved  and  greatly  increased  and  is  still  successfully  run  by  the 
Colony  family  under  the  corporate  name  of  Cheshire  Mills. 

Bethuel  Harris  was  generous  and  liberal  in  every  good  cause 
and  contributed  $3,000  for  the  erection  of  church  buildings  and 
$1,200  for  its  permanent  fund  and  he  provided  the  Harrisville 
Island  Cemetery  and  gave  a  section  to  each  of  his  ten  children.

It  was  with  regret  that  we  saw  Rev.  Charles  E.  Saarion  leave 
his  parish  after  serving  here  for  four  years  and  go  to  Chaplin,  Conn. 

Lawrence  and  Rita  Rathburn  started  to  build  a  new  home  op- 
posite the  parsonage  and  moved  in  after  Thanksgiving.  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Alexander  James  also  built  a  new  home. 

The  Silver  Lake  Grange  and  Sportsmen's  Club  have  held  regular 
meetings  and  the  Lake  Skatutahkee  Association  has  been  very  active 
with  Andrew  Elder  as  Chairman,  trying  to  improve  lake  property. 

Cheshire  Mills,  the  only  industy  in  town,  was  busy  all  year  em- 
ploying on  the  average  200  people.

P.  M.  the  meeting  was  called  to  order  and'  the  meeting 
continued.

7.  Mr.  Francis  Parker  made  the  motion  to  have  next 
year's  town  meeting  at  the  Wells  Memorial  School 
the  same  as  this  year  but  the  motion  was  withdrawn. 
Mr.  House  said  the  selectmen  would  send  postcards 
to  voters  to  see  where  they  wish  to  meet  and  vote.

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REPORT  OF  ROAD  AGENT 

Although  we  had  a  warm  and  wet  spring,  we  were  able  to  keep 
the  roads  in  fairly  good  condition.  No  washouts  occurred  because 
we  had  the  equipment  to  get  out  the  gravel  in  large  quantities  when 
it  was  needed. 

However,  we  did  use  a  lot  of  gravel  —  about  3700  yards  —  which 
leads  to  the  suggestion  that  the  people  give  some  thought  to  pur- 
chasing their  own  gravel  bank  for  town  use  because  with  the  traffic 
getting  heavier  each  year,  more  and  more  gravel  will  be  needed 
to  keep  the  roads  up  to  par.  Along  with  that,  the  people  should 
give  some  thought  to  gradually  tarring  all  of  our  roads  and  widen- 
ing where  necessary.  A  piece  could  be  done  each  year  until  even- 
tually all  our  roads  would  be  hard  top. 

Another  item  that  is  worth  your  consideration  is  a  town  barn 
where  all  of  the  equipment  would  be  housed  under  one  roof,  with 
space  enough  to  get  around  to  work  on  repairs  when  necessary.' 
It  does  not  have  to  be  elaborate  but  should  provide  for  additional 
space  for  the  future.  A  committee  could  be  appointed  to  check  into 
the  costs  of  such  a  project.  Both  Peterborough  and  Hancock  have 
town  barns  and  perhaps  we  could  profit  from  their  experiences. 

A  beach  was  started  in  Chesham  this  year.  However,  it  still 
needs  about  one  hundred  yards  of  sand. 

The  road  on  south  side  of  Lake  Skatutahkee  was  extended  nine 
hundred  feet. 

Your  Selectmen  and  your  Road  Agent  are  very  conscious  of  your 
tax  dollar  and  are  constantly  seeking  ways  to  keep  down  expenses. 

The  recommendations  mentioned  above,  while  calling  for  expen- 
ditures, will,  in  the  long  run  save  the  Town  money  and  would  be 
wise  investments. 

Your  Road  Agent  wishes  to  express  his  thanks  to  the  Selectmen 
and  the  Townspeople  for  their  cooperation  in  the  past  year.

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 
Comparative  Balance  Sheets:  —  Dec.  31,  1953  —  Dec.  31 ,  1954: 
(Exhibit  A) 
Comparative    Balance    Sheets  as  of    December    31,   1953    and 
December  31,  1954,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A.  As  indicated  there- 
in, the  Net  Debt  decreased  by  $5,196.58  during  1954.

Comparative  Statements  of  Appropriations  and  Expenditures  — 
Estimated  and  Actual  Revenues:  (Exhibits  C  and  D) 
Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures,  esti- 
mated and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31, 
1954,  are  presented  in  Exhibits  C  and  D.  As  indicated  by  the  bud- 
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get  summary  (Exhibit  D),  a  net  unexpended  balance  of  appro- 
priations of  $1,414.61,  plus  a  net  revenue  surplus  of  $258.87, 
resulted  in  a  net  budget  surplus  of  $1,673.03. 

Summary  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures:  (Exhibit  E) 

A  summary  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
December  31,  1954,  made  up  in  accordance  with  the  uniform 
classification  of  accounts,  is  included  in  Exhibit  E.  Proof  of  the 
Treasurer's  balance,  as  of  December  31,  1954,  is  indicated  in  Ex- 
hibit F. 

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with  the 
custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were  examined 
and  audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks  were  compared  with 
supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as  well  as  entries  in  the  books  of 
record.  Receipts  were  checked  by  source  insofar  as  possible  and 
totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures  verified.  Book  balances  were 
verified  by  comparison  with  reconciled  bank  balances  made  from 
statements  obtained  from  depositary  banks.  Verification  of  un- 
collected taxes  was  made  by  mailing  notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers 
as  indicated  by  the  Collector's  records. 


GENERAL  COMMENTS 
Conclusion: 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  which  we  examined 
were  found  in  good  condition  and  the  accounting  procedure  con- 
formed to  the  uniform  system  prescribed  by  this  Division. 

The  provisions  of  Section  31,  Chapter  211,  of  the  Laws  of  1939, 
require  that  this  report  or  a  summary  of  its  essential  features  shall 
be  published  in  the  next  annual  town  report. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Town  of  Harrisville 
for  their  assistance  during  the  course  of  the  audit.

The  article  was:  To  see  if  the  district  will  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $900  for  the  purchase  and  installation  of  a 
6,000  gallon  oil  storage  tank  at  the  school.  Motion  was  made  and 
seconded  to  do  as  the  article  stated.  Vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  12.  Article  read:  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $100  for  payment  of  additional  costs 
of  light,  heat  and  janitor  service,  so  that  public  groups  may  use 
the  building  at  no  charge;  or  to  make  any  recommendations  rela- 
tive to  after  school  use  of  the  building. 

Mr.  Francis  Parker  made  the  motion  to  add  the  word  "organ- 
ized" before  public  groups.  This  motion  carried.  Vote  for  the 
article  with  the  word  "organized"  was  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Other  business:  Motion  made  and  seconded  to  print  in  the  1955 
town  report  a  summary  of  the  minutes  of  this  meeting  and  succeed- 
ing meetings,  until  voted  otherwise.  The  vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 

Motion  was  made  and  seconded  that  the  polls  be  closed  for  bal- 
loting in  the  School  Meeting.  Motion  carried.  90  votes  had  been 
cast  as  follows:

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SUPERINTENDENTS  REPORT 

As  one  school  district  problem  is  met  and  solved,  another  is  sure 
to  arise  in  its  place.  Harrisville  successfully  met  and  solved  the 
problem  of  its  small  rural  schools  and  growing  population  by  build- 
ing a  new,  modern  school  during  1949  and  1950.  Ten  years  later, 
that  is  by  1959,  there  will  be  92  resident  children  living  in  The 
Harrisville  School  District  who  are  of  school  age.  (See  the  grade 
enrollment  of  resident  pupils  chart).  The  state  recommended 
capacity  of  The  Wells  Memorial  School  is  84  pupils. 

The  three  large  classrooms  could  comfortably  accomodate  90  pu- 
pils, but  the  problem  is  complicated  by  the  difficulty  of  dividing 
this  number  of  pupils  so  that  each  room  and  teacher  would  have 
a  nearly  equal  group,  and  approximately  the  same  number  of 
classes. 

At  the  present  time  and  even  in  1959,  the  total  school  enrollment 
will  not  be  acute.  It  is  a  problem  however  which  needs  watching, 
for  the  enrollment  will  probably  continue  to  rise  beyond  92  pupils, 
especially  if  new  families  settle  in  the  community. 

The  probable  solution  would  be  to  renovate  and  modernize  the 
small  frame  school  building  into  a  modern  classroom  and  to  em- 
ploy an  additional  teacher.  Since  this  work  could  be  done  quickly, 
it  is  probably  desirable  to  delay  renovating  the  small  school  until 
the  need  is  imminent. 

In  addition  to  the  problem  of  increased  enrollment,  Harrisville 
shares  another  problem  with  all  other  communities  in  the  state. 
That  is,  the  increased  cost  of  providing  adequate  education  for 
children  of  the  district.  In  the  United  States,  the  average  state  aid 
program  pays  45%  of  local  school  costs.  In  New  Hampshire,  state 
aid  for  the  local  district  amounts  to  only  2  cents  per  dollar  spent. 

This  unrealistic  program  of  so  called  state  aid,  places  a  very 
heavy  burden  on  the  local  property  taxpayer.  School  costs  will 
probably  continue  to  rise  slowly  each  year  just  as  other  costs  go  up. 
Until  The  State  of  New  Hampshire  faces  its  educational  respon- 
sibilities by  providing  adequate  state  aid,  the  local  tax  burden  will 
continue  to  be  heavy.  According  to  tax  and  educational  experts, 
citizens  must  demand  the  adoption  of  a  broad  base  tax,  such  as  a 
sales  tax  (exempting  foods  and  drugs),  in  order  to  remove  the  bur- 
den that  school  support  places  upon  the  local  property  tax. 

Harrisville  is  fortunate  in  having  an  experienced  and  capable 
school  staff,  a  building  where  cleanliness  is  the  watchword,  a  school 
and  grounds  which  cause  out-of-town  cars  to  slow  down  so  that 
the  drivers  can  have  a  longer,  more  appreciative  view;  a  school 
whose  educational  opportunities  for  its  pupils  is  scarcely  matched 
in  larger  more  wealthy  communities.  May  this  ever  continue  to  be 
so.

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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

To  The  Citizens  of  Harrisville,  New  Hampshire: 
Greetings: 

As  principal  of  Wells  Memorial  School  I  have  the  honor  to  pre- 
sent the  following  report. 

Another  eventful  year  has  passed,  and  again  much  achievement 
is  our  reward.  In  September  of  1954  we  welcomed  at  the  school  a 
near  capacity  group.  Conditions  are  crowded  especially  in  the  room 
that  houses  grades  3,  4,  and  5.  Instructed  by  Mrs.  Sabin,  30  pupils 
are  crowded  into  a  room  that  can  only  accommodate  25  pupils.  This 
condition  is  one  that  we  will  have  to  face  for  the  next  several  years 
because  of  the  large  first  grades  entering  school. 

Cadet  teachers  are  with  us  again  this  year,  and  offer  much  as- 
sistance and  gain  worthwhile  experience  under  ideal  conditions  on 
the  elementary  level. 

Monthly  school  dances  are  being  continued  this  year.  The 
wholesome  enjoyment  shared  by  the  youngsters  on  these  occasions 
and  the  development  of  social  grace  makes  these  dances  a  worth- 
while co-curricula  activity. 
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We  were  fortunate  this  year  in  securing  a  four  foot  removable 
extension  for  the  stage  in  the  auditorium.  This  was  necessary  to 
bring  about  more  effective  presentations  of  dramatic  productions. 
Much  of  the  effectiveness  of  our  presentation  of  the  "Little  Blue 
Angel"  can  be  attributed  to  this  stage  enlargement. 

There  is  a  movement  afoot  in  town  by  some  progressive  parents 
to  organize  a  Parent-Teacher  Association  in  town.  This  can  be  a 
worthwhile  organization,  and  I  assure  all  that  the  cooperation  of  the 
teachers  will  be  assured. 

I  would  like  to  offer  a  word  of  sincere  appreciation  to  Mrs.  Nash 
for  the  splendid  Hot  Lunch  Program  that  she  nurtured  in  the  past 
two  years.  The  pupil  attitude  toward  hot  lunch  and  the  expansive 
program  at  the  school  are  indeed  a  credit  to  Mrs.  Nash. 

We  are  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  Mrs.  Jessie  Bosworth 
of  Fitzwilliam,  N.  H.  who  will  continue  in  Mrs.  Nash's  place.  Mrs. 
Bosworth  is  well  qualified  to  carry  on  the  hot  lunch  program,  and 
will  do  so  in  a  progressive  manner  that  will  be  a  credit  to  the  school 
and  her. 

The  pupils,  teachers,  and  parents  of  Harrisville  are  pleased  to 
have  been  able  to  dedicate  a  flag  pole  in  the  front  lawn  of  the  school 
to  the  memory  of  Mr.  Wellington  Wells  last  June.  This  token  will 
last  through  years  to  come  and  will  keep  before  us  the  memory  of 
Mr.  Wells  and  his  kind  acts  which  have  benefited  our  town. 

The  outer  rim  of  the  newly  developed  playgrounds  has  been 
fenced  in  through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  Wellington  Wells,  Jr.  This 
gives  a  finished  aspect  to  the  newly  seeded  addition. 

To  the  parents  of  the  pupils,  citizens  of  the  town,  school  staff 
and  to  the  School  Board  I  extend  my  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation 
for  the  opportunity  to  have  worked  here  in  Harrisville,  N.  H.  It  has 
been  a  pleasure  and  an  enjoyment.

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WELLS  MEMORIAL  SCHOOL  LUNCH  PROGRAM 

1954 

The  past  year  for  the  Wells  Memorial  School  Lunch  Program 
has  been  most  eventful.  Through  the  interest  of  our  principal  and 
teachers  we  were  able  to  integrate  several  special  programs  into 
the  daily  class  room  work. 

An  animal  feeding  experiment  was  conducted  in  an  effort  to  im- 
press on  the  children  the  importance  of  eating  a  good  breakfast. 
This  experiment  provided  a  most  impressive  lesson  in  nutrition. 

An  international  trip  around  the  world  with  foods  was  scheduled. 
Sixteen  foreign  countries  and  four  sections  of  our  own  country 
were  visited.  This  program  gave  the  children  the  opportunity  to 
taste  many  foreign  foods  and  experience  many  of  their  customs. 

"Boots  and  Saddle  Day"  was  held  in  October.  In  the  class 
room  pupils  read  stories  about  the  cowboy,  how  he  lived  and  what 
he  ate.  Through  their  studies  came  to  realize  the  importance  of 
his  work.  In  order  that  we  might  get  to  know  the  cowboy  even 
better  we  were  allowed  to  wear  cowboy  togs  for  the  day. 

United  Nations  Week  was  observed  by  including  in  each  day's 
menu  a  famous  foreign  dish  as  printed  in  the  United  Nations  Cook 
Book. 

"Pow  Wow  Day"  was  the  highlight  for  November.  The  theme 
was  very  easily  correlated  with  music,  art,  social  studies,  reading 
and  science.  Film  strips  were  shown  giving  us  a  better  idea  of  how 
the  various  Indian  Tribes  lived  and  dressed.  We  learned  too,  of 
their  hardships  and  their  contribution  to  our  present  day  foods. 
Displays  of  Indian  clothes,  bead  work,  jewelry,  pottery,  arrow  heads 
and  baskets  were  shown  during  the  day.  The  children  were  urged 
to  dress  in  costume  for  the  day.  The  five  best  dressed  Indians  were 
served  a  free  lunch. 

It  was  your  School  Lunch  Manager's  dream  to  make  the  School 
Lunch  Program  a  part  of  the  school  curriculum.  The  enthusiasm 
and  interest  of  your  principal,  teachers  and  superintendent;  with 
the  cooperation  of  the  pupils  and  their  parents  has  made  this  dream 
become  a  reality. 

My  sincere  thanks  to  all  who  have  participated  in  making  our 
year  so  successful.   It  has  been  a  pleasure  working  with  you.

Carelessness  is  responsible  for  97  percent  of  all  our  forest  fires. 
This  is  a  serious  indictment  of  our  interest  in  our  own  welfare  and 
that  of  our  neighbors.  In  too  many  instances  this  carelessness  re- 
sults in  the  destruction,  not  of  the  careless  one's  own  property,  but 
of  someone  not  even  known  to  him. 

Thoughtlessly  thrown  lighted  cigars,  cigarettes  and  matches  from 
moving  vehicles  by  hikers,  hunters  and  fishermen;  the  careless  burn- 
ing of  debris  during  hazardous  periods,  high  winds  or  in  dangerous 
locations;  improperly  extinguished  camp  or  cook  fires — all  add  up  to 
CARELESSNESS  that  means  serious  loss  of  property,  disruption  of 
industry  and  farm  work  and  unnecessary  expenditure  of  town  and 
state  funds. 

It  points  to  the  need  of  eliminating  CARELESSNESS  so  far  as 
it  concerns  fire  from  our  daily  life.  The  rules  are  simple  —  your 
cooperation  is  earnestly  solicited. 

1.  Be  careful  with  fire  in  or  near  woodlands. 

2.  Be  sure  that  all  lighted  material  —  cigars,  cigarettes  and 
matches  —  is  completely  out  before  discarding  it.  Use  ash 
trays  in  autos. 

3.  Secure  the  required  written  permission  to  burn  from  your 
local  forest  fire  warden  when  the  ground  is  not  completely 
covered  with  snow. 

4.  Insist  that  others  be  careful  and  comply  with  burning  re- 
quirements. 

5.  Call  the  warden  promptly  when  fire  is  detected  and  aid  him 
to  extinguish  it. 
Let's  remember  that  FOREST  FIRE  PREVENTION  is  EVERY- 
BODY'S BUSINESS  and  our  MOST  IMPORTANT  undertaking!
